King for the rescue of Coal Hewer Frederick Beaumont who had been buried by rubble from a 
collapsed roof in which his father, Chargeman Victor King, was also decorated with the Edward 
Medal, comprising, George Cross, (Richard Henry King 1930), mounted on its original pin and in 
Royal Mint case of issue with ribband bar with miniature George Cross emblem, Jubilee Medal 1977 
unnamed as issued.

Seas Hedley King was born on the 13th of January 1905 at Howden-le-Wear, County Durham. 
owever, when he was a small child, the family moved to the Stanley area and he was educated at 


Greenlands Infants and Junio : 
ara Junior Schools, South Moor, and what is now Anfield Plain Comprehensive 
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He became a miner in 1919 and, apart from a short period of time from 1936 to 1942 as a nurseryman 
remained a miner until he retired in 1968. ; 


Richard was married and he and his wife, Ethel, had two sons and a daughter. They celebrated their 
Golden Wedding anniversary on the 6th of July 1982. 


He was one of nineteen men to receive the Edward Medal for courage in 1930, one of these men being 
: A . G ; A, .S 
his own father, Victor King, he was the only survivor to exchange his medal for the George Cross. 


Edward Medal The London Gazette the 20th of October 1931. 


On the 29th of September 1930, a fall of roof occurred in the Hedley Pit, South Moor, County Durham, 
partially burying a Hewer, Frederick Beaumont. A chargeman, Victor King, was the first to come to the 
rescue. He found that a small passage-way remained open by which the buried man might be reached 
and, with the assistance of his son Richard and John George Tarn, he immediately built two chocks 
of timber to keep it open. The passage was seven yards long and about two feet square and the only 
practicable method of rescue was for three men to crawl along the passage-way and lie full length, two 
in the passage-way and one over Beaumont'’s body, and pass back one at a time, the stones which were 
pinning him down. 


This perilous and arduous work was carried on for nine hours by a team of miners (including Victor 
King) working in relays under the direction of the manager (Walter Robert Scott) and the under manger 
(Robert Reed) until at last Beaumont was released, shaken but otherwise uninjured. During the whole 
of the nine hours the roof was shifting and “trickling” and on four occasions Beaumont was almost 
freed when a further fall buried him again. At one time the danger of a further fall appeared so great 
that the manager telephoned for the doctor (Dr. Charles James Brookfield Fox) to come to the pit to 
amputate Beaumont’s leg and so expedite his release. Fortunately — as it turned out — the doctor found 
it impossible to amputate in the restricted area in which Beaumont was confined, but he remained 
on the scene until Beaumont was rescued and examined and treated him before sending him to the 
surface. Shortly after Beaumont was rescued the whole of the tunnel collapsed. 


The other eighteen recipients were: John Thomas Akers EM; Thomas Buckley EM; Philip Cox EM; John 
Dart EM; Thomas Dixon EM; Charles James Brookfield Fox EM; Robert Johnston EM; James Kant EM; 
Victor King EM; Joseph Lees EM; George Foster Mason EM; George Nancollas EM; Robert Reed EM; 
Walter Robert Scott EM; Walter Henry Sheldrake EM; John George Tarn EM; Thomas Henry Uren EM; 
and Willian Waugh EM. 


All of the above mentioned also received the Certificate of the Carnegie Hero Fund Trust. Richard King 
also received the Queen’s Silver Jubilee Medal in 1977. 


His hobbies were reading, crosswords and gardening, with tomato growing as a speciality. He gave his 
Edward Medal to the Beamish Museum in County Durham. He died, aged 78 on the 23rd of November 
1983;

From the Historical Account of the 74th Highlanders, 1873-1886. 


It only remains here to notice the particular part taken in this wonderful achievement by the Highland 
Light Infantry at Tel-El-Kebir. When the enemy’s musketry fire opened at the distance of 150 yards, the 
font line, followed by the second, instantly charged, headed by its officers, mounted, and unmounted, 
the men fixing bayonets as they ran. When half the distance had been traversed, a battery of four guns 
opened right in front, but though their contents passed harmlessly overhead, the rifle fire was more 
deadly, and before the ditch was reached, Major Colville, Lieutenants Kays, Somervell, and Midwood, 
and some 50 non-commissioned officers and men had fallen. On reaching the enemy’s works, the centre 
of the Battalion found itself stopped by an impracticable ditch, about 9 feet deep and 10 feet wide, and 
with almost perpendicular scarps. Into this, unseen darkness, many of the front line fell, amongst them 
being Lieutenant Gold Adams, who, along with Corporals Buchan and Adams, succeeded in mounting 


the opposite face. They pulled others up, and thus, collected a small party, which lay waiting for an 
opportunity to rush over the parapet. 


The main body of the centre, now reinforced by the second line, was meanwhile swaying backwards 
and forward, seeking vainly in the darkness for some means of entry; but the flanks, more fortunate, 
had found ditches opposite them shallower, and the parapets lower, and had forced their Way in, 
under Majors Wallace and Leigh on the right and Lieutenant Edwards on the left; and these parties, 
reinforced by that of Lieutenant Gold Adams, rapidly cleared the work, inflicting considerable loss on 
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the defenders. About 150 men of the centre, still unable to find a way over the big ditch, and, owing to 
the darkness, to see what was going on elsewhere, now began to retire, halting at intervals, and facing 
about individually to fire at the parapet; but as the fire from the works slackened and ceased, a halt 
was made, and on the arrival of the reserves this portion of the Regiment was lead back, and entered 
without opposition the right (the British left) of the big work which had previously foiled it. The total 
loss of the Battalion was 3 officers and 18 non-commissioned officers and men killed; and 5 officers and 
54 non-commissioned officers and men wounded, of whom 3 afterwards died of their wounds. For 
services during the Campaign, Lieutenant Colonel Straghan was made Companion of the Bath, Major 
Leigh was promoted to a Brevet Lieutenant-Colonelcy, and Captain Macdonald to a Brevet Majority. 


Colour Sergeant Robinson received the Distinguished Conduct Medal, and Lieutenant Edwards the 
Victoria Cross. “for conspicuous bravery displayed by him during the Battle of Tel-El-Kebir, on the 
13th of September 1882, in leading a party of Highland Light Infantry to storm a redoubt Lieutenant 
Edwards (who was in advance of his party), with great gallantry, rushed alone into the Battery, killed the 
artillery officer in charge, and was himself knocked down by a gunner with a rammer, and only recused 
by the timely arrival of three of his Regiment.” The following decorations were also bestowed by GE: 
the Khedive: - Lieutenant-Colonel Straghan, the 3rd class of the Medjidieh; Major Wallace and Major 
Leigh, the 4th class of the Osmanlie; and Captain and Adjutant Carey, the 4th class of the Medjidieh. 
Lieutenant Good Adams, Sergeant-Major Lister, Sergeant Samuel Davis (severely wounded), Corporal 
James Smith, Corporal Buchan (severely wounded), Lance Corporal Donald Robertson, Privates A. 
Sutherland and William Gray, and Drummer Fitch were all mentioned for special gallantry by the 
commanding officer, who also commended Captain and Quarter-Master Swanson for his energy and 
endurance throughout the campaign, and Lieutenant Templer for most satisfactory performance of his 
duties as Transport Officer to the Battalion. Of these only the non-commissioned officers and men were 


mentioned in despatches. 


George Robinson attested for the 74th Foot, Highland Light Infantry on the 11th of July 1867 stating 
that he was 18 years of age and a clerk by profession. He was born in Kensington, London and attested 
at Westminster City Police Court. He served Home 11th of July 1867 to the 2nd of December 1867, 
Mediterranean 3rd of December 1867 to the 1st of December 1876, China Command 2nd of December 
1876 to the 22nd of January 1880, Home 23rd of January 1880 to the 7th of July 1882, Egypt 8th of July 
1882 to the 18th of February 1883, Home 19th of February 1883 to the 30th of September 1884, East 
Indies Ist of October 1884 to the 20th of November 1888, Home 21st of November 1888 to the 11th of 
December 1888 being discharged after completion of exactly 21 years’ service. He was awarded the 
Long Service and Good Conduct Medal in GO 134 of 1886. His service was noted as Exemplary.

British interests attacked in Ismailia. 


After the abrogation of the 1936 Anglo-Egyptian treaty on 9 October 1951, protests calling for the United 
Kingdom's full withdrawal from Egypt increased in number and became increasingly disruptive. 
Violent attacks against British interests began in Ismailia, following riots on 16 October, when a British 
soldier was stabbed. 


The police in the city were reinforced with a large contingent of armed auxiliary police from Cairo, who 
increasingly participated in the violence on the side of the protestors. The trouble came to a head on 17 
November with shots being fired at a British jeep and the shooting then spread to other areas of the city. 


Three British officers murdered. 


On Saturday 18 November, the attacks resumed. Three British officers were murdered — Flying Officer 
HRA Snelling, Royal Air Force, and Major RH Wharton who were in the town with their families, and 
Major JCS McDouall, Royal Signals, who had gone to investigate the source of the firing; he was beaten 
and then shot at close range. That evening, two soldiers were kidnapped and brutally murdered; their 
bodies were found in the Sweet Water Canal a few days later. 


In the course of the firing from a police barracks, known as the Bureau Sanitaire, in a most courageous 
act, Sergeant JG Christie of No. 2 Squadron, Egypt Command Signal Regiment accompanied an 
Intelligence Corps officer, Captain CL Kelsey, into the barracks in an attempt to persuade the renegade 
policemen to stop firing. Kelsey was shot and killed immediately. Sergeant Christie, having withdrawn 
from the barracks, risked his life to recover Kelsey’s body from the barracks forecourt under heavy fire. 
For his bravery he was awarded the British Empire Medal. Captain Kelsey was awarded a posthumous 
Queen’s Commendation for Brave Conduct. 


The officers murdered on 18 November were: Flying Officer Henry Richard Anzac Snelling, Royal 
Air Force, Major Raymond Henry Wharton, Royal Army Service Corps, and Major John Crichton 
Stuart McDouall, Royal Corps of Signals. Snelling is buried at Fayid War Cemetery and Wharton and 
McDouall are buried in Moascar War Cemetery. 


The kidnapped and murdered soldiers were 22238905 Bombardier Bert Reed, Royal Regiment of 
Artillery, and 22236264 Lance Corporal Ronald Fearn, Corps of Royal Engineers. Both are buried in 
Moascar War Cemetery.

During a nightshift at the Silksworth Mine three men were employed on withdrawing waste edge 
supports. There was a sudden fall of stone from the roof which dislodged the supports, and one man 
was trapped in a sitting position behind a conveyer-belt drum box with his leg trapped under a fallen 
roof bar and partly buried by rock. Overman Hodgson quickly arrived on the scene and immediately 
took charge of rescue operations. Realising that great slabs of stone which were hanging over the 
trapped man would fall if orthodox methods of support were tried, he directed two men to steady 
them on each side whilst he himself, sprawled across the drum box, supported the centre. Hodgson 
then sent for a lifting jack by means of which the roof bar was eventually raised, and the man released. 
Hodgson instructed the others to jump to safety and then he released his hold and scrambled back over 
the conveyor in a working height of only 4ft. 6 ins. The whole roof above the place where the man had 
been trapped immediately collapsed filling the space where the men had been working to rescue him.

On the 26th of January 1944, the enemy put in a persistent attack from 1745 hours to 1830 hours, which 
was repulsed with heavy losses. At 2300 hours the enemy again attacked with even more determination 
but was again driven back. During both these attacks, Captain Martin ran from post to post in the open, 
directing the fire and encouraging the men, regardless of his personal safety. 


Throughout the 27th and the 28th, the enemy sent frequent harassing parties to wear down our defences 
and to prevent our men from sleeping. On the 29th of January, our position was again very heavily 
attacked, this time by two enemy companies, from 0530 hours to 1030 hours. Although the position 
was thinly held, our casualties equivalent to one platoon, and the men tired through three sleepless 
nights, the enemy was driven back time and again with very heavy losses estimated at 200 killed and 
wounded. 


Although completely without sleep during these four days, Captain Martin went from trench to trench, 
encouraging the men and urging them to hold on, despite close range grenade, small arms and very 
heavy mortar fire. When the enemy broke through the wire and threatened to swamp the defences, he 
personally organised and led a counterattack which, by determined hand to hand fighting wiped out 
all the enemy who had broken in. 


Captain Martin’s splendid example of personal gallantry and leadership in the face of heavy odds, his 
spirit of endurance and determination to hold out, inspired all ranks to resist at all costs, over a period 
of four days, a persistent enemy attempt to capture a position of extreme tactical significance.

Throughout the action of the 21st of May 1940 Major Crux showed extreme courage and resource. An 
indefatigable leader, he rallied and re-organised his men on four occasions when the situation might 
have developed awkwardly, owing to casualties to officers and non-commissioned officers. He led his 
men forward to positions to be occupied, clearing the enemy from them, and establishing his position, 
then moved to other parts of the line, the whole time helping to re-organise and consolidate the position 
gained. 

He showed absolute disregard for personal safety, and by his cheerfulness inspired his men with his 
great spirit of courage, which he displayed throughout the action. With CSM Mahoney he captured 4 
prisoners, a wireless set, a light machine gun and other weapons. 


In the withdrawal of the 22/23rd May, his calmness and gallantry were invaluable to the operation. 
(CSM Mahoney was awarded the DCM). 

Battalion Movements after the operations of the 21st of May 1940. 

23rd May — Withdrawn in the evening to a position south of Lille. 


27 May -— 42 Div isolated in Lille, had to fight itself north to re-join main body of the BEF in Belgium, 
near Ploegsteert and Yser Canal.

29 May — Battalion (Less A & B Coys) held positions at Bergues, with 5th Battalion, 10 miles south of 
Dunkirk; dive-bombed, withdrew after 4 hours.

George Crux was born on the 16th of May 1896 in Rochdale, son of a Master Tailor. Her served as 9856

the Battalion on the 29th of May 1918. He continued to serve post-war with the 6th Battalion. He was 
at the annual shoot on the 29th of March 1931 for the Norbury Cup and “D” Coy under Captain Crux 
came last with 488 points. 26th November 1931 promoted Major, commanding Machine Gun Company 
(Rochdale Coy). Ist of September 1913 Mobilised, 15th of April 1940 to France with battalion, 21st of 
May 1940 awarded Military Cross, Escaut Canal, 1st of June 1940 evacuated from the Dunkirk Beach.

During the hand-to-hand 
fighting the Coy. Cmdr. Disappeared and both Pl. Cmdrs. Became casualties. C.S.M. Thompson took 
charge. He organised the Pls. so that they fought off all efforts of the enemy to overrun his Coy. Finally, 
realising that they could not hold their ground, he skilfully arranged their withdrawal back across the 
river so that they suffered the minimum casualties. During the night attack of the 18/19th on the same 
position C.S.M. Thompson took charge of a portion of his Coy. Who became very split up owing to 
well-hidden enemy strong-points in the vineyards. When dawn came his small party were taking cover 
with most of the Bn. HQ ina ditch only 100 yards from an enemy strong-point in No Man’s Land where 
they were being shot up badly by both sides. C.S.M. Thompson volunteered to crawl 1,200 yards back 
to get a smoke screen put down. So successful was the smoke screen that all the force got back without 
further loss. C.S.M. Thompson has at all times shown the most distinguished and brave conduct in the 
field. Always cool, calm, and full of zeal, he is an inspiration to the Battalion in battle.

1300 - Platoons were most accurately dropped in the correct places and what little opposition there was 
quickly overcome. Navigational Aids were immediately set out and 20 minutes later the first gliders 
appeared. The landings were affected without opposition and all the gliders reported that they had no 
difficulty in seeing the markings of their correct areas. 


Place: Holland. 


1345 - The Ist Parachute Brigade were dropped on D.Z. "X". The drop was accurate, and Battalions were 
well together. So far, the enemy had made no serious attempt to interfere with the landings. During 
the course of the afternoon some enemy opposition was encountered, but the D.Z. and L. Zs were kept 
clear. The night was quiet, all the Company being concentrated round H.Q. at a farm called REIJERS 
CAMP. 


18th September 1944. 


Platoons moved out during the morning to mark D.Z. and L. Zs for the second lift. No.1 Platoon to L.Z. 
"L", No.2 Platoon to L.Z."X" and No.3 Platoon to D.Z."Y". H.Q. remained on "S" to supply aids. Enemy 
Opposition was encountered in all landing areas and Platoons had stiff fighting to drive the enemy 
back and to hold them whilst the second lift landed, also having to put out ground aids under fire. The 
difficulties were aggravated by the lift being delayed some three hours. The enemy were however kept 
in check and the lift landed with comparatively few casualties. Company H.Q. was heavily attacked 
by M.E.109s. The Company rendezvoused at 1800 hrs at the Farm and moved at 1900 hrs to take up 
new positions in the area of HALT OOSTERBEEK HOIG, up to this time we had had only one casualty, 
Cpl Jones who had been killed. The move was carried out without opposition in the dark and the new 
position was established by 2300 hrs. The night was uneventful. A horse and dray was commandeered 
to move heavy equipment. 


19th September 1944. 


No.1 Platoon moved out again to L.Z. "L" to supply navigational aids for the third lift i.e., the Polish 
Glider element. They had to beat off a heavy enemy attack when the gliders were landing. No.2 Platoon 
supplied aids for the supply drop. During the afternoon the enemy started amovement on the Company 
position, and I decided to take up a new position on some high ground overlooking the previous one, 
which gave us a field of fire of approximately 150 yards and forced the enemy to attack uphill across 
a road with wire fencing. The Company dug in to the ground of a house called "OMMERSHOL". We 
were reinforced by 2 Officers and thirty men of the 4th Para Field Squadron R.E. and some 60 Glider 
Pilots under Major Jackson. The enemy did not make any serious attempt to attack during the night, 


but patrols were active. No.1 Platoon who had been cut off re-joined soon after darkness and occupied 
the line as shown in sketch map. 


20th September 1944. 


1000 - The enemy tried to cross the road to the right of our position and moved up on the left flank 
through the wood evacuated by the Borders on the previous night. Our positions were heavily mortared, 
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and some casualties were sustained. The enemy were repulsed with heavy loss. Later in the dav he 
attacked approx. one company strong supported by mortars and an S.P. gun, which was knocked out 


by us with a P.LA.T. The night was comparatively quiet. During the evening, the enemy called on us 
to surrender. 


21st September 1944. 


0700 - The enemy attacked early, and a fairly large force was seen to be moving up the wood on our 
left flank. Mortaring was heavy. An S.P. gun brought up on our left flank caused some casualties until 
knocked out by No.1 Platoon and the Sappers. The enemy continued to try and break in during most 
of the day, suffering very heavy casualties. During the afternoon, the K.O.S. Bs on our right flank 
were heavily attacked and forced from their position. This was later re-established. As a result of the 
aforementioned attack, we were joined by the two 6 pounder A/Tk guns and a section of mortars from 
the K.O.S. B’s which were of great assistance. We could have held on now indefinitely. Orders were 
received to withdraw to a position in the 4th Para Bde area under whose command we were to be. Area 
is called "HARTESTEIN". 


22nd September 1944. 


0230 - The Company were successfully withdrawn without opposition and rested by 4th Para Bde H.Q. 
for the night. 


0500 - The Company took up their new positions in houses in the Eastern perimeter between the two 
C.C. S’s (see map). Apart from mortar fire the enemy appeared to be unaware of our position and no 
attack developed. 


1600 - Two patrols were sent out, one from No.3 Platoon and one from No.2 Platoon. The object being 
(a) to try and contact 10th Para Btn East of our position on the main road and (b) to try and push our 
line further out. Both patrols came under heavy M.G. fire and contact could not be made with 10th Btn. 
Casualties were 1 killed and 2 wounded. It appears that the enemy were well dug into strong points 
about 400 yards to our front. 


23rd September 1944. 


0300 - No.3 Platoon moved up and took over the positions occupied by 10th Btn. who were withdrawn 
into reserve. This position is very isolated, and I objected to occupying it. The Brigadier however 
insisted as it protected the C.C.S. 


0715 - No.3 Platoon's position was heavily attacked with 1 Mark IV Tank and 2 S.P. guns supporting 
Infantry. Fired at, at close range, the houses which they occupied were quickly destroyed and their 
automatic weapons made useless. It was therefore decided to withdraw them back to the main position. 
This was accomplished, but the Platoon had 15 casualties. One S.P. gun was destroyed. The enemy 
continued to feel forward towards our front during the day and No.1 Platoon were subjected to heavy 
fire. They on the other hand took heavy toll of the enemy trying to occupy the C.C.S. and destroyed a 
truck full of ammo. Also, a motor cycle and side car. 


24th September 1944. 


By first light it was seen that the enemy had occupied the C.C.S. at the cross roads between No.3 
Platoon and No.1 Platoon and a considerable amount of sniping came from this area. The enemy further 
infiltrated behind No.1 Platoon position from their left flank and snipers were active. A number of 
snipers were killed during the day. The enemy continued to blast the area with 15cm. mortars, 88mm's. 
and S.P. guns. They also started to set fire to the houses with Phosphorous mortar-bombs. A heavy 
attack was launched to the right of our front which was partly successful and some enemy endeavoured 
to infiltrate into our positions but were destroyed. By this time, no rations were available, and water 
was very scarce. However, most of the houses occupied by the Company or nearby had some tinned 
food stored in the cellars. Also, most houses had tame rabbits H.Q. were fortunate to find a bath half full 
of water. Raids for food and water were made by night, on one occasion the enemy were encountered 
and driven out of a house. It was therefore possible to have two meals of a sort each day and sufficient 
water was found for one brew of tea. Wine was the only other liquid, and a fair supply was discovered. 
In spite of the continuous shelling and mortar fire to which the Company had been subjected for 5 
days and night making rest almost impossible, their spirits were at a very high level and there was no 
thought of submission. At about 1100 hours No.1 Platoon reported some Polish Paratroops in their area, 
and at 1200 hours they relieved No.1 Platoon who stood down for a rest. 
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1500 - No.2 Platoon reported considerable enemy movement on their right flank, and it was clear that 
the enemy were bent on seizing the other C.C.S. situated on the right of No.2 Platoon. This area had 
previously been held by some Glider Pilots who had been removed at the request of the Germans so 
as not to endanger the wounded in the C.C.S. It appeared at one time as if the enemy attack would 
swing round the back of our position. | therefore moved 1 Pln who were resting to the H.Q. area in 
close support. However, having gained possession of the C.C.S. the enemy made no further move. 
No.1 Platoon took over part of No.3 Platoon's line, both platoons being down to a rather low level in 
numbers. This considerably helped to consolidate our position which was further strengthened by 8 
Glider Pilots with a Bren Gun. During the afternoon two Mark IV Tanks were reported in front of No.3 
Platoon. Later a message was received from the German Commander via one of our Medical Officers 
in the C.CS. situated at the cross roads. The message was to the effect that unless I agreed to vacate a 
house some 30 yards from the C.C.S. at once he would send two tanks against my position and blast me 
out. In view of the fact that this house was of great importance to my position and if in enemy hands 
would have made my position extremely insecure, I sent back a message to the effect that I would only 
agree if the German Commander would withdraw his men from the vicinity of the C.C.S. and his tanks 
for a distance of 1 mile. Further that he would make no further advance in the area of the C.C.S. until all 
casualties were cleared. If, however he would not agree to this I should remain in the house in question 
and if his tanks attempted to advance, I would blow them up. To add colour to my threat Pte Dixon 
No.3 Platoon ACC Cook sneaked out with his P.I.A.T. and destroyed one of the tanks. The P.1.A.T. 
bomb striking the back of the tank where presumably ammunition was stored, as after several sharp 
reports the tank blew up burning for some hours. The remaining tank was moved back and enemy 
troops in the vicinity of the C.C.S. withdrew. 


25th September 1944. 


The left flank remained quiet during the morning but the whole Company front was submitted to very 
heavy bombardment and an increasing number of light phosphorous mortar bombs were fired. More 
houses caught fire as the result. The enemy made an unsuccessful attempt to infiltrate into the right of 
our position which cost him casualties and an attack on our left was driven off in the afternoon. 


1600 - A conference was held at Div H.Q. at which orders to withdraw over the river that night were 
given. The Independent Company were to form the rear-guard at the river at 2230 hrs. 


1800 - An O Group was called, and orders issued to form up the Company along the wood, later 
vacated by 4th Bde., with No.1 Platoon as head of the column. The Company to be in position ready to 
move at 2145 hrs. At approximately 2100 hrs 30 Corps Artillery supporting the Div. opened up a terrific 
bombardment on a wood which was occupied by the enemy just South of our position and through 
which we had to pass. This bombardment was at 2115 hrs answered by the enemy who put down 
everything he had into our area, making the forming up of the Company very difficult and hazardous. 
To add to the difficulties the enemy set fire to almost all the houses we were occupying. 


1925 - The Company started to move out. 


2200 - The Company moved up from F.U.P. It was now raining hard, and the enemy guns and 
mortars were a little quieter. Two halts had been made so as to keep the Company closed up, when at 
approximately 2220 hrs whilst proceeding through the wood recently shelled by our artillery the head 
of the column was halted by a German M.G. post which immediately opened fire with at least two L.M. 
G’s. The Commanding Officer and one Officer at the head of the column became casualties and part of 
the leading section. Little confusion was caused however, and the enemy shooting became wild when 
36' Grenades were thrown back at them. The 2nd i/c reformed the Company and taking a right-hand 
sweep reached the river with the majority of the Company and crossed to the South bank, where the 
C.O. later re-joined being only slightly injured by a bullet grazing his nose and right eye. After passing 
through the 43rd Div. the Company were embussed and taken to barracks at NIJMEGEN. 


26th September 1944. 


On calling the roll it ascertained that 5 Officers and 115 O. Rs had been brought safely back across the 
river. Of these 6 were removed to hospital as their wounds were too severe to stand further travel. Thus 
out of 6 Officers and 180 O. R’s 5 Officers and 115 O. Rs were known to be safe. A very high percentage 
considering the sustained fighting in which the Company had been constantly involved. A further 


party of six men (unwounded) were known to have reached the river but unfortunately lost touch and 
failed to cross. 
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27th September 1944. 
Place: Nijmegen. 


After one night and one and a half days in NIJMEGEN the Company were embussed and taken to 
LOUVAIN, where they spent the night. 


28th September 1944. 


Place: Louvain. 


1500 - The Company were taken to BRUSSELS airstrip and flown to SALTBY Airdrome near 
GRANTHAM in American C.47's. Thence back to barracks at NEWARK. 


During the operation, the Company destroyed 1 Tank MK. IV, 3$.P. Guns, 1 Truck of ammunition with 
driver, 1 Motor Cycle Combination, 28 prisoners were captured, and the number killed must have been 
well over 300.

Corporal T. McMullan landed with the 2nd Battalion Royal ulster Rifles on D Day and fought with “C’” 
Company throughout the Campaign. He has always displayed personal bravery of the highest order 
and achieved great results, with complete unconcern for his own safety he has always ensured the 
devotion of the men under his command. 


Typical of his enthusiasm and spirit in action was the occasion of the assault crossing of the Ochtum 
Canal South of Bremen when Cpl McMullan was commanding the first section to land from Buffaloes. 
As he leapt to the ground, he saw a party of Germans attempting to train two 3.7 FLAK Guns on the 
approaching Buffaloes. Despite heavy machine gun fire, and small arms fire, he rallied his section and, 
without hesitation, charged the German position, firing his Sten Gun from the hip. A box of FLAK 
Ammunition exploded close to him, and the enemy used Stick Grenades, but although his section 
sustained casualties Cpl McMullan pressed home his attack vigorously, killing one of the enemy, 
wounding another and taking prisoner the remainder. 


By his prompt action, Corporal McMullan captured the FLAK Guns and ensured the safe landing of the 
Company. Here, as always, his example and high sense of duty were an inspiration to all who fought 
with him.

On the 28th of June 1944, after the attack on the ring contour 111, near Rauray, Map Ref 8865, a man of 
the Carrier Platoon was severely wounded brining up ammunition in his carrier. He managed to get 
out of his carrier but was run over by a tank and his foot was crushed. At this time the position came 
under fire, Spandau fire, and fire from snipers. 


Corporal Pearson, asking another man to cover him, left his covered position and went forward under 
very heavy fire with complete disregard for his own safety. He picked up the man, dressed his wounds 
and carried him back, still under heavy mortar and machine gun fire. He then returned to command 
his section. 


He was an inspiration to his men whose admiration and praise for his action have been unbounded. 


Operation Martlet (also known as Operation Dauntless) was part of a series of British attacks to capture 
the French town of Caen. It was a preliminary operation undertaken on 25 June 1944 by XXX Corps 
to capture Rauray and the area around Noyers. The attack was to protect the right flank of VII Corps 
as it began Operation Epsom. The 50th (Northumbrian) Division and the 49th (West Riding) Infantry 
Division were to capture Juvigny-sur-Seulles, Vendes and Rauray, to prevent German counterattacks 
against VIII Corps from the area of the Rauray Spur and then extend the attack towards Noyers and 
Aunay-sur-Odon. It was the first time in Normandy that the 49th (West Riding) Division operated as a 
division. 

The attack front was held by the right flank of the Panzer Lehr Division and the left flank of the 12th 
SS Panzer Division Hitlerjugend, with the support of 60-80 88mm guns of the III Flakkorps. The attack 
failed to achieve its objectives by the end of 25 June and the 49th (West Riding) Division continued the 
operation until 1 July, when the division defeated a counterattack by Kampfgruppe Weidinger of 2nd 


SS-Panzer Division Das Reich and the 9th SS-Panzer Division Hohenstaufen, which lost c. 35 tanks and 
other armoured vehicles. 
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28th June 1944 Rauray. 


At 6:50 a.m. a barrage by four field artillery regiments and the guns of an AGRA began and on the left 
flank, the attack by the 10th DLI and the 4/7th Dragoon Guards resumed through the positions of the 
11th DLI in Rauray, towards the high ground south of the village, where the fighting went on all day. 
At 7:00 a.m. the 1st Tyneside Scottish in the centre, advanced through the bocage close to the creeping 
barrage, towards the objective of Brettevillette south-west of Rauray. The Battalion reached the first 
objective "Jock" (Tessel-Bretteville) after forty minutes, where two companies consolidated and two 
pushed on towards the final objective "Jones" (Brettevillette) behind another creeping barrage. German 
machine-gun fire became intense, and the rear of the Battalion was bombarded by artillery and mortars 
but the advance continued and by 2:30 p.m. the Battalion had entered the village. 


After thirty minutes the British were counter-attacked by Kampfgruppe Weidinger of the 2nd SS 
Panzer Division Das Reich, which had arrived the day before from the area south of St. L6 and relieved 
the 12th SS Panzer Division west of Rauray. With a Panther company of the 2nd Panzer Division the 
kampfgruppe began several hours of mutually costly counterattacks as the Tyneside Scottish tried to 
consolidate their positions in the village. The Battalion was withdrawn to Tessel-Bretteville by 9:00 p.m., 
with an advanced company dug in 400 yd (370 m) north of Brettevillette. By recovering the village and 
holding Queudeville to the south, Kampfgruppe Weidinger had kept open a route from Noyers-Bocage 
for a forthcoming counter-offensive by the II SS-Panzer Corps against the VIII Corps salient to the east.

Throughout the period of his work the are 
was subject to frequent enemy shell and mortar fire and sporadic machine gun fire from an enemy post 
approximately 600 yards away; this was drawn by the noise of the bulldozers. With great coolness and 
courage L/Cpl Swart continued with his work until ordered to withdraw on account of the increasing 
accuracy of the enemy fire. After a short break, realising the urgency of the work, he volunteered to 
continue with the job and carried on working under these conditions until relived. As a result of his 


action his devotion to duty in carrying on this work under fire for over five hours, the initial stages of 
the work could be brough to a successful conclusion.

It latterly consisted of the Raja's Bodyguard 
and was made up of Artillery and two infantry Battalions.

“THE THIN RED LINE” 


The Unique, “Thin Red Line”, Group of 3 to Armourer Serjeant Edward Webb That Was Found ina 
Secret Compartment of his Writing Slope, the only Armourer Serjeant to serve at Balaklava with the 
93rd, comprising Crimea Medal, 1854-55, 3 clasp Alma, Balaklava, Sebastopol, (Armr Serjt. E. Webb, 
93rd Regt), impressed naming, Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal, QVR, (1279 Armr Sergt. 
Ed Webb 91st-Foot), Turkish Crimea, British Issue, (Armr Serjt E. Webb 93rd Regt), slight edge bumps,

After owning the mid-19th century Writing Slope since he was 14 years old, a present from his 
grandmother, the present owner, after keeping the Writing Slope in the loft for many years brought it 
down to polish - during the renovation the secret compartment was discovered containing the three 
medals, two wedding rings, a miniature portrait of, presumably, Edward with a lock of hair to the 
reverse and a watch fob engraved (To Armor Sergt E. Webb From The Sergts XCI PLH June 9th 1874). 


“The Russian cavalry force of 2,500 was on the road to Balaklava. About 400 of them were involved in 
the incident. It was early morning, and the sole force that lay between the oncoming cavalry and the 
disorganised and vulnerable British camp was the 93rd Regiment. 


Campbell is said to have told his men, "There is no retreat from here, men. You must die where you 
stand." Sir Colin's aide John Scott is said to have replied, "Aye, Sir Colin. If needs be, we'll do that." 
(Campbell's relationship with his men was almost family-like.) Campbell formed the 93rd into a line 
two deep — the "thin red line". Convention dictated that the line should be four deep. However, 
Campbell, a veteran of 41 years military service, had such a low opinion of the Russian cavalry that he 
did not bother to form four lines, let alone a square, but met the charge head on with the 2-deep firing 
line. As the Russian cavalry approached, the 93rd discharged three volleys: at 600, 350 and 150 yards 
respectively, however they did not get a chance to discharge one at point-blank range as in popular 
belief. This is due to the fact that the Russian commander, seeing such a thin line of infantry, concluded 
that this was a diversion and that there was a much stronger force behind the 93rd, and ordered the 
cavalry to withdraw. At that, some of the Highlanders started forward for a counter-charge, but Sir 
Colin stopped them with a cry of "93rd, damn all that eagerness!" 


The Times correspondent, William H. Russell, wrote that he could see nothing between the charging 
Russians and the British regiment's base of operations at Balaclava but the "thin red streak tipped with 


a line of steel" of the 93rd. Popularly condensed into "the thin red line", the phrase became a symbol of 
British sangfroid in battle.”.

He joined the Hood Battalion as an Ordinary Seaman 
on the 9th of September 1914 and is shown on the Nominal Roll of the Hood Battalion on the 25th 
of January 1915. His papers state — “Wounded Dardanelles about the 13th of May 1915, Rifle Head 
Dangerous. Transferred to Deaconess Hospital, Cairo, 13th of May 1915. Invalided Alexandria 16th of 
May 1915 Embarked on board His Majesty’s Hospital Ship Nevasa sailing for England to Royal Navy 
hospital Haslar. 


18th of June 1915 Granted Hurt Certificate. 

30th of June 1915 Discharged medically unfit. Invalided Haslar hospital 30th June 1915. 
King’s Certificate on Discharge passed to Rating 9th of September 1919. 

His Service Papers show entitlement to 1914 Star. 


“The actual landings took place on 25th April 1915 and the plans were excellent but inflexible. Brooke's 
friend S/Lt Johnny Dodge and his platoon from the Hood Battalion were detached and were put aboard 
the River Clyde and they were one of the first units to land at 'V' Beach. It was on this beach that S/Lt 
Dodge was badly wounded. 


On the 28th of April the Royal Naval Division was temporarily broken up and the Hood Battalion 
landed the following day at "V" beach at the end of the Peninsular. The scene as they landed was a 
terrible one. There were heaps of bodies with about 20/30 in each heap. The next day the Battalion went 
forward to take its place in the line. 


A hill called Achi Baba about 700 feet in height dominated the entire area, enabling the Turkish Army 
dug in on its slopes to view the whole of the British activity below. The Hood Battalion was to take part 
in an attempt to drive the Turks from these heights. Thus, on 6th of May 1915 the Hood Battalion moved 
off up the Achi Baba Nullah in sight of Achi Baba hill some 2 miles away. Soon they came under heavy 
enemy fire taking heavy casualties as they went forward attacking in "rushes". 


Lt. Cmdr. Freyberg had reached a shack called White House an advance of about 1000 yards and 
here the depleted Battalion was instructed to halt. At one stage Shaw Stewart, Denis Browne and 8 
Other Ranks found themselves in the Brigade’s foremost position just ahead of the White House. The 
very popular C.O. Lieutenant-Colonel Quilter had been shot in the chest quite early in the Battalion’s 
advance and died soon afterwards. He is now buried in Skew Bridge Cemetery. In the attack, the Hood 
had casualties totalling 10 Officers and 343 men”.

On the 31st of October 1914 the 4th Dragoons were dismounted and acting as infantry in the area 
around Messines to support the 1st cavalry Brigade, 3 Squadrons and HQ took up positions of readiness 
by a wood due west of the Messines-Wytschaete Road. The reserve Squadron was heavily shelled 
all day and two supporting Squadrons were at once thrown into the firing-line at Messines. The two 
Squadron’s and “C” at Messines were heavily engaged all day and in conjunction with the Ist Cavalry 
Brigade forced to retire from Trenches East of the Town to holding the West half of the Town. At 7pm 
Reserve and HQ Squadron ordered up to the town to take up positions section of defence. Much Street 
fighting ensued the enemy holding one half of the town, we the other, their bands could be plainly 
heard playing West of the Town, it was also quite possible to hear them talking. 


Ist of November 1914 Reveille at 3am, stood to arms having placed the section in a thorough sate of 
defence for street fighting. The enemy commenced bombardment again at about 5.45am. 


At 6am we discovered that the 2nd Cavalry Division and the London Scottish had been driven back 
during the night and the Germans had broken through our own left the above named having failed 
to inform us of their retirement, Our left rear was now seriously threatened and Major Solly Hood 
ordered one Squadron of the 18th Hussars and the West Yorks who had been ordered in on our left 
to advance to protect the left. This they accomplished in conjunction with the West Yorks with great 
gallantry, the Germans falling back with heavy loss the enemy being reinforced advanced to attack 
again on our left rear, owing to the position being dangerously threatened we were ordered to retire 
and evacuate Messines. This was completed, the retirement being carried out in excellent order and 
all the wounded evacuated. The retirement being covered by “B” Squadron and 1 Squadron of 18th 
Hussars. We now took a fresh line of trenches on the West of Messines the infantry holding the line 
South of Messines-Wulvergem road the Cavalry (i.e., 2nd Cav. Bde.) line North of that Road to the 
crossroads about 11/2 miles due West of the 4th Milestone on the Messines-Wytschaete Road. Any 
further attempts on the Germans to advance that day was easily repulsed and at night fall we were 
relived by the Ist Cavalry brigade. Regiment shelled all day. Billeted for the night at Wulvergem.

After the War Private Richardson’s body was not located and he is commemorated on the Menin 
Gate Memorial, Ypres. He was the son of Elizabeth Ellen Richardson of 2, Ashfield Road, Frandsen, 
Suffolk and the late Charles Richardson; husband of Elizabeth Hannah Richardson of Billericay Road, 
Herongate, Brentwood Essex, Charles was 31 years old.

Came under attack on the 23rd of August. Captain Benson and Lieutenant Ward killed. Machine Gun 
Section noted as doing excellent work from its position on the railway bridge. Also, the steady firing 
of the men which did much to delay the enemy’s advance. Enemy came in on the right and forced 
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a withdrawal to the south bank of the canal. Railways and Road bridges blown then the Battalion 
fell back to positions south of the Haine. Later marched to Bois de Boussu. Casualties for the 23rd 5 
Officers 128 other ranks killed, wounded, or missing. Moved into reserve of on the 24th at Dour then 
to Wiheries. Battalion split, “A” and “C” Companies under Major Tew marched to Eth and took over 
defensive positions just to the south from 4th Hussars and 16th lancers. “B” and” D” Companies led by 
Lieutenant-Colone Longley moved to St. Waast then on the 25th formed rear-guard to cover retirement 
of 5th Division. Marched via western edge of the Foret de Mormal and on to bivouacs just north-east 
of Le Cateau. “A” and “C” companies on the 25th marched to Biastre then in the evening to Troisvilles. 
Next morning on the 26th of August took up positions at the junction of Montay-Reumont road with 
Trosvillers-Le Cateau road. The Companies were facing north-east with 2nd Manchester on the right 
and 2nd King’s Own Yorkshire Light Infantry on the left. Came under heavy shrapnel fire. War diary 
notes that the men held their ground despite this and several retirements to their right. Later, troops on 
the left withdrew and the unsupported “A” and “C” Companies fell back marching via Ferme Geneve, 
Maretzand Estrees to St. Quentin. “B” and “D” Companies on the 26th formed up and marched at 6.15 
and then came under fire from the eastern side of Le Cateau. Formed firing line across Catillon Road 
then withdrew to south of the railway line. 


Regimental history records casualties during the Battle of Mons and Le Cateau and the subsequent 
Retreat for Mons as 2 officers killed, 3 wounded and 2 missing. 27 other ranks killed, 82 wounded and 
117 missing. The author also notes that of the missing both officer and men some 50 of them were later 
recorded as also wounded.

While “A” and “B” Companies were in the line on the 24th of December 1914, Germans began calling 
out “English soldiers, English soldiers Happy Christmas, Where are your Christmas Trees”. Battalion 
historians record on Christmas Day hesitancy at first when the enemy called out “come over and talk”. 
Seeing Battalion on right move out into No Man’s Land, however, the men began to approach the 
German wire. It was noted that apart from the officers, all the Germans appeared to be elderly men. At 
the same time, the enemy were also surprised to see how young the soldiers facing them were. Officers 
instructed the men that food, tobacco and cigarettes could be given as gifts, but no buttons or badges. 
Truce continues with no shots being fired for four days.

They 
landed at Suvla Bay, Gallipoli and were in action at Kiretch Teke Sirt between 6th and 10th August, then 
went on to attack Hill 60 later in the month. 


They were withdrawn from Gallipoli 30th Sept 1915 to Mudros, moving o Salonika, landing between 
5th and 10th October. On 7th and 8th Dec, they were in action at Kosturino in the retreat from Serbia. 


They sailed from Salonika to Egypt in early September, concentrating near Rafa to prepare for the 
Palestine Campaign. 


On Ist April 1918, they sailed for France, landing at Marseilles, and concentrating near Abbeville. They 
moved to Aire and went into the front line near Vimy on 6th May. They went into action in October in 
the Battle of the Hindenburg Line, the pursuit to the Selle and the final advance in Picardy.

Private Samuel Berry landed in the Balkans Theatre of War on the 7th of August 1915, with the 5th 
(Service Battalion), 31st Brigade, 10th (Irish) Division, entrained for Devonport 11th July 1915, embarked 
Andania sailed 12th, Gibraltar, 15th, arrived in Malta 18th of July, sailed for Egypt 20th arriving in 
Alexandria on the 22nd. Sailed 24th arrived Mudros Harbour, Lemnos 26th. Sailed to Mitylene 30th 
arrived Port lero the 31st and remained in Harbour. 6th August trans-shipped to Osmanieh and sailed 


for Gallipoli. 
In a short history of the 5th Battalion the author recalls: -. 


“On board the Osmanieh the final preparations for the struggle were put in train: machine guns were 
stripped and cleaned, rifle bolts were given a final oiling and many a man ran his finger along his 


bayonet.”. 
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Anchored Suvla Bay 7th of August at 4.30am. action in progress on shore and 2 bombs dropped near 
ship from aeroplane. Disembarked “C” Beach and advanced under shrapnel fire over ridge to Lala 
Baba. Later took part in successful attack on Chocolate Hill —- advanced towards Hill 10, crossed Salt lake 
with many sinking above the knees. Enemy concentrated their shell fire ~ many casualties. Changed 
direction and commenced attack across Anafarta Plain, further casualties from snipers hiding in scrub. 


Objectives stormed and taken by 8pm. 
That was Samuel’s first day in theatre!. 


Samuel enlisted into the Royal Irish Fusiliers on the 8th of September 1914 after serving for four years 
he was discharged with Silver War Badge number B44349 on the 21st of November 1918, reason for 
discharge “wounds” his pension card states that he was discharged by a Gun Shot Wound to Chest and 
Bronchitis he died on the 16th of June 1934 still in receipt of a War Pension. 


The Medal Index Card confirms Samuel's in theatre date as 7th of August 1915 and confirms his trio, 
sold with copy SWB Roll and two copy Pension cards.

The body of Private Woodhead was not located after the war and he is 
remembered on the Menin Gate Memorial, Ypres.

Leading waves soon enfiladed by fire the majority of the men 
being killed close to parapet. Few managed to take shelter in a small nullah some 100 yards from the 
Turkish line. “C” and “D” Companies moved forward from support trenches into firing line then with 
a number of platoon rushes advanced quickly over enemy’s lines. Trenches H11 and H12 taken and 
consolidated “D” Company charged at 7pm and cleared enemy massing in communication trench H14. 
Enemy Counter attacked during night retaking 100 yards of H14.

Arthur was born at Puncknowle Rectory, near Bridport in Dorset on the 19th of November 1892 the 
eldest son of the Reverend St John Frederick Methuen, Rector of Vange, and Louisa Elizabeth (nee 
Champion), later of Vange Rectory, Pitsea in Essex. He was christened by his father at the Church of St 
Mary the Virgin, Puncknowle on the Ist of January 1893. 


He was educated at Chigwell School, at Edgeborough House School, Guildford and at the King’s School 
Canterbury from May 1907 to July 1910, after which he worked as a clerk for a fur broker. 


In March 1912 he went to Canada where he settled in Aylmer Ontario as a farmer and served for two 
years in the Canadian Militia. On the outbreak of war, he enlisted in the army at Valcartier Camp, Quebec 
on the 24th of September 1914. At a medical examination, which was held on the 3rd of September 1914, 
it was recorded that he was five feet nine inches tall with brown eyes, black hair and a dark complexion. 
He was one of the first six men to arrive at Valcartier Camp. He was posted to the 3rd Brigade, Canadian 
Field Artillery Ammunition Column. 


He sailed for England with the first Canadian contingent on the 29th of September 1914 and, after 
training, he embarked for service in France with the Ist Canadian Division from Avonmouth on the 
11th of February 1915. He saw action during the 2nd Battle of Ypres in April/May 1915 and at Givenchy 
in June 1915. In 1916 he transferred to 45 Battery, 9th Division which was being formed in France. On 
the 20th of November 1916 he was sentenced to twenty-one days Field Punishment for neglecting to 
obey an order. He took part in the Battles of the Somme and Arras. 


He was wounded in the left hand at Vimy in July 1917 and was admitted to No. 8 Red Cross Hospital. 
He was invalided back to England on board the Hospital Ship "Stad Antwerpen" and was admitted to 
Wharncliffe War Hospital at Sheffield on the Ist of August 1917. The next day they recorded: - "Splinters 
of wood in left hand and subsequent sepsis. Incised and drained. Wound nearly healed. Hot soaks and 
Lysol dress”. He was transferred to the Canadian Convalescent Hospital at Woodcote Park, Epsom on 
the 28th of August where was declared to be free from the infection in his hand on the 6th of September 
and was discharged to duty on the 12th of September 1917. 


He returned to France on the 30th of November 1917 where he joined the Canadian Artillery Pool. 
The following day he was arrested for drunkenness, and, on the 8th of December, he was sentenced to 
fourteen days of Field Punishment No. 2 and forfeited twenty-one day's pay. He was posted to 20th 
Battery, 9th Brigade Canadian Field Artillery on the 11th of January 1918 and joined them in the field 
two days later. 


On the 19th of July 1918 he was severely wounded in the left leg by shrapnel following a direct hit from 
a shell during a period of heavy shelling at Doullens. He was evacuated to 56 Casualty Clearing Station 
where he died the next day following an operation to amputate his left leg. 


His Commanding Officer wrote: -. 


“He was fatally wounded on July 19th while on duty by a direct hit during heavy shelling. He was 
removed at once to the casualty clearing station and everything was done to save him, but the shock 
was too great, and he passed peacefully away at lam on the 20th aged 25 years. He died the noblest of 
deaths, in the service of his country and was a splendid type of Britain’s sons. I feel his loss keenly as 
he always set an example to his comrades in cheerfulness, devotion to duty and high personal standard 
and was truly beloved by his fellow gunners, who will miss him greatly.”.

Private Richard Purden was born on the 28th of May 1892 in Glasgow, Scotland, he enlisted into the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force on the 9th of March 1915 stating that he had served 3 years in the 
Territorials and that by trade he was a miner. 


He arrived in France on the 19th of January 1916 being posted from the 33rd Battalion (3rd Contingent) 
to the 2nd Battalion Canadian Infantry as a Reinforcement (papers confirm). His papers simply 
state Killed in Action 3rd of September 1916. He is buried in 2nd Canadian Cemetery, Sunken Road, 
Contalmaison, Somme France, he was Killed just as the 2nd Canadian Corps were taking over from the 
Australian Corps in the Battle for the village of Pozieres.

Mr Donald Morrison, Chief Engineer of a vessel torpedoed recently on the homeward voyage. Intimation 
had been received by his brother, Mr G. Morrison, 5, Edgemont Gardens, Langside, that his body was 
washed ashore at Trevon, a small town on the coast of Britany. Information of the finding of the body 
was conveyed in a letter sent by a French lady to a friend in Liverpool, through the publication of which 
identification was established. The writer tells of the honour paid to the dead officer by the Mayor and 
rector of the town. The latter with the sacristan, and the bearing of the cross, met the party bearing the 
body from the shore. “He was laid to rest”, the lady writes, “in our quiet and sheltered churchyard. | 
went to the newly covered grave, and there offered up a prayer in English for its poor occupant.” She 


adds. 


Mr Morrison, who was a native of Stornoway, served his apprenticeship with Messrs J. and G. 
Thomson, at Finnieston and Clydebank. For over 30 years he was in the service of the British India 
Steam Navigation Company and at the time of his death was one of the oldest chief engineers of the 
firm. A week or two before he was drowned his eldest son was killed in action in France. His wife and 
two remaining sons live in London. 


U-70 was commanded by Kapitanleutnant Otto Wunsche the Malda was the 79th ship he had attacked 
he eventually sank 76 ships, 1 Warship Sunk, H.M.S. Rhododendron and 7 ships damaged.

Battalion relieved after the days fighting via Thiepval wood moved to Martinstart, 2nd of July. To 
Forceville 3rd July, Puchevillers 5th July, Gezaincourt 10th July Entrained to Ypres sector. 


Rifleman Robinson was almost certainly wounded on the 1st of July being moved to Puchevillers, the 
location of No3 and No 44 Casualty Clearing Stations which had been positioned in June 1916 for the 
opening phase of the Battle of the Somme. He is buried in Puchevillers British Cemetery Plot I Row B 


Grave 36. He was 22 years old when he died the son of Agnes Robinson of Ballyvester, Donaghadee, 
County Down.

At 830 the Royal Irish were ordered to move up to The Mound 
and at 10pm counter-attacked Trenches 19, 19A and 20. Early on the 15th of March the Battalion’s 
attack was brought to a standstill by three machine guns and heavy rifle fire. The Commanding Officer, 
Lieutenant Colonel G.F.R. Forbes was mortally wounded during the advance. Casualties numbered 5 
Officers Killed Other Ranks 87. 


Joseph’s body was not located after the war and he is remembered on Panel 33 of the Menin Gate

Private Lawson with the 23rd (Service) Battalion (4th Tyneside Scottish) Northumberland Fusiliers 
attacked at 7.30am on the Ist of July 1916 moving forward with the 20th (Service) Battalion (1st 
Tyneside Scottish) Northumberland Fusiliers moving up Mash Valley north of La Boisselle the advance 
being across the widest part of No Man’s Land saw both Battalions almost destroyed within minutes of 
leaving the start positions. 


In the History of the Tyneside Scottish (102 Brigade) Brigadier-General Trevor Ternan records the 
situation at night — 20th and 23rd lying Dead in No Man’s Land — remnants holding a short length of 
our Front-Line north of La Boisselle. 


The tremendous casualties suffered by the Tyneside Scottish were among the worse ever recorded on 
the Somme. The following details are taken from Brigadier-General Trevor Ternan’s history -. 
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“of the 80 officers that went into action only 10 returned, losses included all 4 commanding officers 
(killed) and all second in commands and adjutants. Of the men some 80 percent became casualties, 
there were 940 all ranks killed and some 1,500 wounded, the 20th Battalion losing every officer and 
Sergeant. Not one man was taken prisoner, the losses in killed was unnecessarily high owing to the fact 
that the Germans deliberately fired at and killed and wounded lying helpless in front of their trenches 
that made the slightest movement or showed any sign Obiios® 


Private Lawson’s body was not located after the war, and he is remembered on the Thiepval Memorial.

The train arrived, 
Mary got on, but Walter had one foot on the footboard and one still on the platform when the train gave 
a jerk as it began to move off, which caused Walter to fall. Hanging onto the door handle with his right 
hand, he tried to stop what was happening but as the train pulled away, he became crushed between 
the footboard and the edge of the platform. The train went 30 or 40 yards while Mary screamed her 
heart out. They had to bring up a saw and the footboard was sawn in two places before they could get 
his body out.

Ist of July 1916, Attacked La Boisselle, advanced from assembly positions in Tara Usna Line 7.40am in 
support of 101 Brigade. Heavy casualties moving forward to British Front Line and in attack up Sausage 
Valley. War Diary notes enemy’s intense machine gun fire — few reached objective — 1 officer with a 


handful of men almost reaching Contalmaison but forced to retire to German second line. Casualties 
650 all ranks.

on the 19th of November 1918, his Index card states reason for discharge GSW — Gun Shot Wound Left 
Elbow.

24/1601. Private Andrew R. Bonas, 24th Battalion Northumberland Fusiliers (Ist Tyneside Irish) was 
Killed in Action on the 1st of July 1916, his elder brother. 


They were the sons of Andrew Spyridion Bonas, who was born to a lawyer named Spyridion Bonas, 
on Corfu in 1849. Mother Elizabeth marries one James Ashurst, and in 1901, our teenaged Alex and 


Andrew are living at Coxlodge, Northumberland with their older sister Eva as stepsons of James 
Ashurst. All the men are miners. 


Andrew was the eldest son, arriving in 1884 in Islington; he married Mary Gray in 1908 and they had 
two boys, John, born 1909 and William born 1914. 
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Alexander was born 1886 in Islington and married Sarah Carr on New Year's Day 1909 at Dinnington 
Northumberland. cee 


It seems Alex and Sarah have Elizabeth Ann in 1910, Eva Adeline in 1917 and Marian in 1926. 


Now, it would be a lot easier to prove them brothers if they were demonstrably living together in 1911 
and their pension index cards showed the same mother at the same address, but this isn’t that simple. 
In 1901, Mum has remarried and gives her three eldest Bonas children to be Ashurst, although their 
names, ages and places of birth are correct on this return. 


In 1911, both Andrew and Alex are married with young families of their own. 
Andrew is on Thiepval; there’s no biographical detail on his CWGC entry at all. 


Mum remarries, but in 1891, Alex is aged 4 and alone, given to be a ‘boarder’ at an unrelated family’s 
house. Father Andrew is living in Lewisham with his wife Lucy, whom he married in 1878 in London: 
he is a sewing machine agent. There is no record of any man named Andrew Bonas ever marrying a 
woman called Elizabeth (Andrew, Alex, and Eva’s mother). It looks like the parents of our boys were 
never technically married. Confusingly, at aged 30, she marries James Ashurst in 1891, her name is 
Elizabeth Georgina Bonas, as if she’s a widow. 


I would suggest that, if she had three children under ten, had given them Andrew's surname and was 
living as Elizabeth Bonas herself, it would make sense to meet James Ashurst as a young widow and 
marry him as widowed Elizabeth Georgina Bonas. 


And so, the baptismal register showing Alexander George Bonas’ parents to be Andrew and Elizabeth 
is also false; no Andrew Bonas ever married an Elizabeth in this country. Their children — Eva, Andrew, 
and Alexander — were all born after his marriage to Lucy. 


Now, you have Alex’s medals in a WW2 MN box, yes, addressed to Mrs AG Bonas at the same Forest 
Hall address as is on Alexander’s PIC cards. So, we wondered if they had a son in WW2. 


I can only see daughters for them. Andrew had two sons, John, and William, who could have served 
WW2. Only four men named Bonas died WW2, none of them Naval, none of them either William or 
John. 


Now, Andrew’s poor widow, Mary Carr, with two small boys, dies aged 29 in 1919, so it’s possible that 
10-year-old John and 5-year-old William went to live with Auntie Sarah and Uncle Alex when he came 
home with GSW to the elbow in 1918. Maybe John or William were in WW2 at sea but came home, so 
are not on CWGC. 


In 1939, Alex and Sarah are shown in Longbenton, Newcastle - he’s a miner still, they have two others 
with them, but those lines are redacted presumably they are two of their daughters. 


Alexander’s pension index cards show him discharged with GSW to left elbow, 19th Nov 1918 — with 
an SWB - home address Forest Hall. Forest Hall is on the medal box address label to Mrs AG Bonas too. 
But looking at the map, Forest Hall (where we can put them in 1918) and Longbenton (where they are 
in 1939) are literally two miles apart, suburbs of Newcastle, so that doesn’t help. 


Have Alex’s SWB Roll — he enlisted 15th Oct 1914, 


So, to sum up: yes, you have the medals of Alex Bonas who survived, and he was indeed the younger 
brother of Andrew Bonas, who was KIA Ist July. 


Can't resolve the mystery of the WW2 medal box they’re in, addressed to Sarah (Mrs AG Bonas) but 
suspect it’s a nephew who survived, assuming they came to live with them after Dad died 1916 and 
Mum died 1919.

Harold was born in Burwood, Sydney, Australia in 1892, he enlisted for the Australian Imperial Forces 
on the 21st of June 1915, his next-of-kin was stated as his mother, Mrs Elaine Mortimer of Hill Side 
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Crescent, Epping, New South Wales. An Engineer by trade he was posted to the Divisional Ammunition 
Park as a Motor Transport Driver. He embarked at Sydney on His Majesty's Australian Transport A8 
“Argyllshire” on the 30th of September 1915 arriving in Egypt on the 31st of December 1915 serving at 
Depot Levant Base Mustapha then posted to Tel-el-Kebir. He left Tel-el-Kebir on the 16th of April 1916 
for a move to Alexandria where he embarked on the “Orsova” bound for France, landing at Havre on 


the 14th of May 1916. 


Re-Mustered as Artificer, now serving with No 2 Australian Ammunition Sub-Park, on the 7th of April 
1917 in France, his papers note that he went on leave to Paris for Christmas and New Year 1917/18. On 
the 11th of November he celebrated Armistice Day at Havre. On the 16th of November 1918 he was 
admitted to number 50 Casualty Clearing Station with Debility. Transferred to no. 2 General Hospital 
on the 20th of November 1918, he Died of Influenza on the 26th of November 1918. 


Harold was buried the same day in Ste. Marie Cemetery Le Havre. His War was over 15 days after the 
Armistice.

Don’t get 
downhearted. If I have to be shot, I shall be shot, so it’s no use worrying, Somehow, I think I shall come 
back safe and sound.” In July he was transferred to the Machine Gun Section he wrote” How pleased 
I shall be when this terrible job gets settled, and I am able (if God pleases) to come back again safe and 
sound. Iam a bit down hearted at present owing no doubt to having been removed from the Company. 
I hardly think it fair that they ought to separate pals unless absolutely necessary on a job of this kind.”. 


“Here we are in one lot of Trenches and the Germans in the other. We have never seen them, nor had 
any wrong word with them, but still this awful thing is allowed to go on”. 


Those were Harold’s last written words. That night he was killed by a German sniper who shot him 


through the throat while he was setting up a machine gun. He died almost immediately and was buried 
the next afternoon. 


Harold now lies in Bard Cottage Cemetery, Plot 1 Row E Grave 17, he was 23 when he was killed, the 
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Son of W. Henry Schofield of Haybottoms, Greenfield, Oldham.

William Francis Cripps Hobson was born on the 28th of December 1910 and educated at Wellington 
College. He entered Cranwell in January 1929, as a Flight Cadet. On graduation he was awarded a 
Permanent Commission and on the 20th of December 1930 joined 54 Squadron at Hornchurch. 


On the 26th of February 1934 he went on a course to the Air Armament School, Eastchurch. He joined 
the staff at No.1 Air Defence Group, ADGB, London on the 9th of September 1935, He was posted to the 
Aircraft Depot, Karachi on the 14th of March 1936. Hobson returned to the UK in 1938 and on the 16th 
of August joined the staff of 6 Armament Training Station, Warmwell. 


On the 6th of June 1940 Hobson arrived at 6 OTU, Sutton Bridge for a refresher course. After converting 
to Hurricanes, he went to 64 Squadron on the 4th of July 1940 as a supernumerary pilot. He took 
command of 601 Squadron, Tangmere on the 20th of July, leading it during the Battle of Britain until 
the 10th of August 1940 when he was admitted to hospital. 


Hobson retired from the R.A.F. on the 23rd of May 1956, as a Wing Commander, retaining the rank 
of Group Captain. The church of St. Simon Zelotes, Chelsea, London SW3 records Hobson's service as 
churchwarden from 1969 to 1979. Hobson died in June 1995 in Aylesbury Vale, Buckinghamshire.

Born at Ilkeston, Derbyshire circa 1790. 
Enlisted 4 April 1809, discharged in 1816. 


One of only thirty survivors of the § 
“Seahorse” which was wrecked in Tramore 
Bay, Ireland on the 31 January 1816. 


Huffin was finally awarded a pension on the 
25 October 1864 when he was described as 
being a framework knitter, 74 years of age, § 
5’9” tall with a fair complexion, grey hair 
and hazel eyes. The register adds; - “Suffers 
from weakness of the arm, from a blow when 
he was shipwrecked on the way home”. 


Died on the 14 March 1867. 


Military General Service Medal, 1793-1814, two clasps Vittoria, St Sebastian awarded to James Huffin 
2/59th (2nd Nottinghamshire) Regiment One of only thirty survivors of the wreck of the Seahorse 
31st of January Tramore Bay, Ireland, who was later present at the Battle of Waterloo, comprising 
Military General Service Medal, 1793-1814, (James Huffin 59th Foot), very fine (1). £1000-1200 


The wrecking of the Sea Horse, Boadicea and Lord Melville took place during a gale off the east coast of 
Ireland on 30th of January 1816. These ships were initially travelling together carrying soldiers and 
their families to Cork at the end of the Napoleonic War and were wrecked with heavy loss of life. 


Sea Horse was a merchant ship that had been chartered to carry members of the 2nd Battalion of the 
2/59th (2nd Nottinghamshire) Regiment from Ramsgate to Cork. The two other ships, which had 
been travelling in company with Sea Horse and carrying the rest of the Battalion and members of the 
82nd Regiment were also wrecked nearby, killing a further 12 (Lord Melville) and 190 (Boadicea) people 
respectively. 


Five companies of troops, 16 officers and 287 men of the 59th embarked on Sea Horse along with 33 
women and 8 children. The vessels sailed to the Downs on 25 January 1816, where they were joined 
by the brig Boadicea carrying 290 troops, and 34 women and children of the 82nd The ships departed 
at 11:00 on 28 January and headed west along the English Channel and entered the Irish Sea at 5pm. 


The weather had deteriorated during the day, and at 4 pm on 29 January Sea Horse's mate, John Sullivan, 
who was the only member of that ship's officers who was familiar with the Irish coast around Cork, fell 
from the foremast and died three hours later from his injuries. The Captain, Gibbs, was unable to locate 
the Kinsale lights, and by this time the weather had deteriorated to a gale. At 6 am on 30 January the 
ship attempted to reach the sanctuary of Waterford Harbour but at 10:30 am the foretop was brought 
down, severely injuring a seaman. The crew prevented the ship from being driven onto the north arm 
of Tramore Bay by releasing its three anchors, but the sea was breaking over her from stem to stern, 
and by noon the anchors were dragging. The mizzen and main mast were cut free, and the rudder was 
destroyed by the mountainous seas. The ship ran aground on a shoal a mile from the shore in massive

James Huffin was born at Ilkeston, Derbyshire circa 1790 he enlisted on the 4th of April 1809 and served 
with the Battalion in the Peninsular War claiming his Military General Service Medal with two clasps, 
(roll confirms). He was present at the Battle of Waterloo serving in Captain J.A. Crawford’s Company 
of the 2nd Battalion 59th Regiment of Foot. He was one of only 30 survivors of the wreck of the Seahorse 
in January 1816. 

James was finally awarded a pension on the 25th of October 1864 when he was described as being a 
framework knitter, 74 years of age, 5feet 9inches tall with a fair complexion, grey hair, and hazel eyes. 
The register adds - “Suffers from weakness of the arm, from a blow when he was shipwrecked on the 


way home”. 
James died on the 14th of March 1867.

His Conduct has been exemplary, and he is in possession of five Good Conduct Badges also the Crimea 
Medal and Turkish Medal and clasp Sebastopol as well as the Gratuity Medal for Long Service and 
Good Conduct”. 


He was discharged from the Army on the 12th day of July 1864 the cause of Discharge — Asthma, 
brought on by Overseas Service.

Brown, 7th Madras Cavalry.), extremely fine (1). £180-220 


John Ponsford Brown enlisted in London on the 25/26th of June 1839 for unlimited service in the East 
India Company’s Infantry, he was a native of St Mary’s Parish, Meldon*, Essex giving his previous 
occupation as Clerk. He Joined the East India Company recruit depot at Brompton Barrack, Chatham, 
on the 23oth of July 1839 and was there allocated to Madras. He embarked for India as Corporal 
2ns Madras European Regiment on the 17th of September 1839. Transferred to the Madras Effective 
Supernumeraries (i.e., unattached list) in the rank of Serjeant Major on the 16th of January 1842. He 
Died on the 25th of May 1858.

Charles Harrison Drury was born on the 18th of May 1823 the son of the late Reverend Benjamin 
Drury and his mother Catherine Sarah Drury nee Bean of Guernsey. Charles was given a Classical 
education at Mr Haye’s School, Guernsey. He received his 1st Commission as an Ensign into the 
Madras NI on the 12th of December 1840, Lieutenant 27th NI 16th of July 1842, 2nd Assistant Auditor 
General, Madras Audit Department 30th of September 1854. 1st Assistant Auditor General, Madras 
Audit Department 18th of September 1856, Captain Madras NI 23rd of November 1856, Brigade Major, 
Madras Adjutant General’s Department 18th of August 1857, Major, Staff Corps 18th of February 1861. 
Commanding Madras Volunteer Guard (rank of Honorary Lieutenant Colonel) Ist of December 1861, 
Military Accountant, Military Finance Department, Madras, 31st of January 1862, Lieutenant Colonel 
12th of December 1866, Comptroller of Military Accounts, Military Finance Department, Madras 22nd 
of March 1868, Died at Madras 24th of December 1870. 


Engaged in the suppression of the Mutiny in Bengal, 1857, 1858, 1859. Staff Officer to Colonel Fisher’s 
moveable column on the Grand Trunk Road from the 27th of August 1857, and, subsequently Brigade 
Major to the Madras troops in Bengal, was present in the actions with the Gwalior contingent before 
Cawnpore on the 26th, 27th (Horse killed under him) and the 28th November 1857 on which day he 
was severely wounded; present at the skirmish at Doomeragunge in the Goruckpore district 11th of 
November 1858 and the crossing of the Gogra at Fyzabad by Sir Hope Grant's force on the 25th of 
November 19858. Commanded a Field Detachment in Central India in pursuit of the rebel Chief Fazul 
Ali in July 1859.

Albert James Marchant, a native of Maidstone, Kent attested for the East Kent Regiment at Canterbury 
on the 17th of January 1893, he stated he was 18 years and two months old and was by trade a Porter. He 
served Home from the 17th of January 1893 to the 7th December 1894, India, the 8th of December 1894 
to the 25th of February 1902, Home 26th of February 1902 to the Ist of June 1905, South Africa the 2nd 
of June 1905 to the 26th of October 1908, Hong Kong the 27th of October 1908 to the 4th of December 
1910, Singapore the 5th of December 1910 to the 1st of February 1913, India the 2nd of February 1913 to 
the 30th of January 1914, and Home from the 31st January 1914 to the 6th February 1914 when he was 
discharged having served 21 years 31 days with the Colours. 


He was promoted to Corporal in 1899 but was reduced to the ranks by District Courts Martial in 1902. 
He was discharged as a Lance Corporal. His papers state an injured knee, this listed under wounds but 
not dated. His apers confirm that he was part of the Chitral Relief Force and expeditions on the North 
West Frontier 1897-98. His papers also confirm the award of the India Medal with two clasps.

George Frederick Matthews was born at St Johns Hertford and enlisted on the 7th of January 1902 a 
Game Keeper by trade. He was 20 years and 4 months old on enlistment he served in South Africa from 
the 8th of May 1902 to the 30th of September 1902 and was released from the Army at his own request 
on the 28th of October 1902 having served for 295 days. He was awarded the QSA with two clasps, 
papers confirm.

A Rare St John’s Ambulance Brigade Queen’s South Africa Medal awarded to Orderly G.W. Alder 
who Died of Enteric Fever at Bloemfontein on the 7th of June 1900 comprising Queen’s South Africa 
Medal, 2nd type, ghost dates, two clasp, Cape Colony, Orange Free State, (814 Ordly: G.W. Alder. St 
John Amb: Bde:), impressed naming, unofficial rivet between clasps, otherwise very fine (1). £150-200 


G.W. Alder volunteered for South Africa from the Clitheroe Division, Lancashire of the St John’s 
Ambulance Brigade and served at No.9 General Hospital at Bloemfontein the capital of Cape Colony. 
Large numbers of men were being taken sick with Enteric Fever, Typhoid and Dysentery. These greatly 
outnumbered the wounded in all areas. Gunshot cases only numbered 300 for the entire war at this 
hospital. The hospital began taking in wounded men on 20th April 1900 and many sick men lay in 
tents around the town. The hospital was comprised of a collection of large double fronted curtained 
marquees and held 6 to 8 beds per tent. It eventually accommodated 600 men. There were 50 men of 
the St John’s Ambulance Brigade filling various roles at the hospital by spring 1900. Weekly admissions 
were running at 1400-1500 men and peaked at 1,743 in May. A total of 60 St John's Men died of contracted 
illness and disease during the war.

Queen’s South Africa Medal, 1899-1902, 3rd type, four clasps, Cape Colony, Transvaal, Wittebergen, 
South Africa 1902, awarded to Private Martin Carter, 1st Battalion The Leinster Regiment, (5601 Pte. M. 
Carter, Leins: Regt.), impressed naming very fine (1). £140-180 


Martin Carter was born in c.1878 and enlisted for the Leinster Regiment aged 20 years on the 11th of 
August 1898 at Kilmalogue, Southern Ireland after Militia Service. Her served for a total of 17 Years 31 
days with the Colours from 1895 to 1915 serving overseas in Canada, South Africa and with the British 
Expeditionary Force in France & Flanders in 1914 and 1915, (entitled to a 1914 Star, British War and 
Victory Medals). His papers show him as Court Martialled Twice and, on the Defaulters Book at least 5 
times, mostly for Drunkenness, the most interesting entry in the Defaulters Book whilst in South Africa 
when he was sentenced to 8 days “For Being Drunk while in charge of a Government Horse”. 


He served in France from the 8th of September 1914 and was finally discharged from the Army at Cork 
on the 10th of September 1915 “Having Completed his Period of Engagement”.

Leading Seaman Victor Gordon John Boniface was the son of Mr & Mrs Boniface of 4, St. Leonards 
Terrace, S. Hayling, Hants. He was Killed in Action along with the rest of the 900-man crew of H.M.S. 
Good Hope. The Cruiser and Flag Ship of Rear Admiral Sir Christopher Craddock on Sunday the Ist of 
November 1914 when she blew up after being straddled with salvoes from the Cruisers of the German 
Fleet during the battle of Coronel off the Coast of Chile. 


Prior to his Great War Service Leading Seaman Boniface had served abord H.M.S. Espiegle, a turn 
screw sloop in the Persian Gulf. The NGS, Persian Gulf 1909-1914 clasp is confirmed on the roll. A total 
of 230 clasps to Espiegle. 


He is commemorated on panel 1 of the Portsmouth Naval Memorial.

He is entitled to a 1914 Star, British War and 
Victory Medal, he was discharged from the Army on the 15th of October 1918 having completed his 
service he was awarded Silver War Badge no B24170.

The Important and Rare British War Medal awarded to Barclay Baron, Y.M.C.A., a friend of the 
famous Reverend P.B “Tubby” Clayton C.H. M.C., founder Padre of Talbot House (TocH) in Poperinge, 
Belgium the famous Great War all ranks club which still operates today. Barclay Baron was a prominent 
figure during the war at TocH and it was Baron who re-instated TocH after its purchase in 1929 and was 
president of the Talbot House Association from 1951-57. Comprising 1914-1920 British War Medal (B.

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The story of Barclay Baron is told in the book ’The Back Parts of the War — The YMCA Memoirs and 
Letters of Barclay Baron, 1915-1919” edited by Michael Snape.

William Fleming was born on the 20th of March 1885 in Liverpool England, he enlisted into the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force at Montreal on the 6th of November 1914, a Fireman by trade.

The following brief statement of what took place at an accident in Loftus, where one of our members 
lost his life and two others were seriously injured, and, as a result of which, two who helped in the 
rescue work have received the B.E.M. (Civil Division), two the King’s Commendation, and four letters 
of congratulations and thanks from the Ministry of Fuel and Power. 


At approximately 11.50am on the 10th of December 1945, Mr G.C. Heslop, the manager of the Loftus 
Mine, was informed by telephone, that there had been an accident in Grinkle District, involving three 
men, a miner named J.W. Tinkler; a deputy named F.M. Hume; and assistant deputy named J.S. 
Trowsdale. There had been a fall at a junction and the three men were buried up. Dr Dunn of Loftus 
was contacted, and he and the Manager travelled into the mine about 12.30pm. On their way they 
passed a stretcher party carrying Hume out. He was the first to be rescued. 


On arrival at the place of accident, they found that rescue work was in progress and that Tweedle and 
Tinkler had been partially uncovered from the debris. The place was very uneasy with roof weight, and 
several small falls occurred making the work of rescue very dangerous, especially for the four men who 
were working in on the bye-side, Messers T. Wheatman, (Under Manger), G.H. Dale, G. Knight and J. 
Easton. All the men who assisted in the work of rescue are to be congratulated on their untiring efforts, 
but the four men mentioned above are to be specially commended as by going over the fall to the in-bye 
side to get at Tinkler, they placed themselves in the position of being trapped if a larger fall had taken 
place. By taking the risk they undoubtably saved Tinkler’s life, as delay would have meant his death by 
suffocation, as he was trapped face downwards.

During the War of Independence applicant claims that he was involved in enforcing the Belfast boycott 
in the Thomas and James’ Street, Dublin; armed street patrols in the South Circular Road/ Dolphin’s 
Barn area; present at the rescue of prisoners from Kilmainham Gaol - says the following day he was 
taken by Patrick Lamb and told to guard four girls and three soldiers; ambush outside St Catherine’s 
Church, Thomas Street (January or April 1920) and fired one shot at a vehicle as it passed; armed guard 
at Battalion meetings; mobilised for ambushes at Dolphin’s Barn and New Street; says that he kept 
the gun of a man named Curran — a member of the Active Service Unit (Flying Column) for some 18 
months.

Her mission completed by May 1915, the Tzar expressed his gratitude by the 
presentation of a variety of Russian Honours and Awards to her crew. 


William Richard Lewis was born on the 19th of December 1885 in Barrow, Lancashire, he joined the 
Royal Navy on the 3rd of August 1904 stating that he worked in a newspaper shop. He transferred to 
the Royal Naval Reserve on the Ist of August 1910 and served aboard H.M.S. Jupiter from the 13th of 
August 1914 to the 19th of May 1915. He was invalided to shore on the 8th of March 1916.

8.1. Except where these Conditions expressly state otherwise, no warranty is given to a Buyer concerning a Lot and each Lot is sold as shown with all faults, 
imperfections, errors of description (including authorship, origin, age, size, condition or value) or lack of authenticity or genuineness and neither we nor the 
Seller nor any of our agents or sub-contractors will be liable for any damages, costs, expenses or any other liability arising out of the same whether or not 
caused by negligence. 


8.2. Our maximum liability under these Conditions is the amount of the Purchase Price paid by you. 


8.3. Neither we nor any of our agents or sub-contractors shall be liable, whether in tort (including negligence or breach of statutory duty), contract, misrepre- 
sentation or otherwise: 


(a) for loss of profits or business, depletion of goodwill and/or similar losses; loss of contracts; or 
(b) any special, indirect, consequential or pure economic loss, costs, damages, charges or expenses. 


8.4. We shall not be liable to you or be deemed to be in breach of these Conditions by reason of any delay in performing, or any failure to perform, any of our 
obligations in the Conditions, if the delay or failure was due to any cause beyond our reasonable control. 


8.5. Nothing in these Conditions excludes or limits our liability for any matter which it would be illegal for us to exclude or attempt to exclude under English 
law or for our fraud or fraudulent misrepresentation. 


9. DATA PROTECTION 


9.1. By agreeing to these Conditions, a Bidder acknowledges and agrees that we will use personal information of a Bidder for the purpose of the auction and 
ancillary matters, including providing a Buyer's personal details to any other person where necessary to enforce our rights under these Conditions. 


10. GENERAL 
10.1. These Conditions and the Seller's Conditions constitute the entire agreement between us. All other terms, warranties and representations, express or 
implied by statute or otherwise are excluded to the fullest extent permitted by law. No variation to these Conditions shall be legally binding unless agreed in 


writing by us. 


10.2. All rights and benefits granted to a Bidder under these Conditions are personal to him and may not be assigned or in any other way transferred to any 
other person. Any such assignment or transfer will be invalid and unenforceable against us. 


10.3. A notice required or permitted to be given by either of us to the other under these Conditions shall, in the case of a Bidder, be to the last address notified 
to us and in the case of Baldwin's, shall be to its registered office.
